cations and the Bank of China, they 
ire still unable to resume specie pay­ 
ment, and the partial moratorium de­ 
clared by the Chinese government is 
still in force. 
Efforts of the government to pre­ 
vent the notes of the two banks falling 
below par have

futile. 
Bank 
notes are now' hawked about at dis­ 
counts vary ing from IO to 20 per cent. 
Japanese banks have bought in large 
quantities of the 
depreciated 
notes, 
and there is a general apprehension 
that Japan may make a demand for 
specie payment upon these notes at 
face value.

“Canning club members 
may vary 
the work by 
canning 
fruit 
juices 
They are a valuable addition to the 
canning collection, as they 
can 
be 
used in so many 
ways . There is a 
great advantage in preparing them In 
large quantities to be used through­ 
out the year. 
“Fruit juices lend themselves to a 
large variety of uses, 
such as Ices, 
flavoring, ice 
cream, 
gelatine des­ 
serts, pudding and sarees. There Is 
no more refreshing and easily pre­ 
pared drink for a hot 
day 
than an 
ic***I fruit juice. 
“The juice may be extracted fro re 
the fruit cold by crushing the fru i’ 
in a fruit press or a cider m ill, or a 
small press after 
it 
is washed and 
sorted. The most economical method 
for the extraction of juice is to cook 
it out. 
“lf juicy fruits, such 
as currants, 
raspberries 
and 
grapes 
are 
being 
used, place the clean fruit in an en­ 
ameled preserving 
kettle, 
add 
just 
enough water to prevent burning (I 
cup to four or five quarts of fru it). 
Place where fruit! 
will 
cook rather 
slowly, stirring 
occasionally 
with a 
wooden or enameled 
spoon. 
When 
the simmering point is reached mash 
tho fruit, then continue* heating until 
the whole mass 
is 
cooked through 
Care should be taken not to heat too

stroyed.

Story of the Big Explosion. 
New' York, July 31.—Dynamite, ni 
troglycerin 
and 
shrapnel explosions 
killed probably ten men early yester­ 
day on and about Black Tom island, 
in New' York harbor, off the New' Je r­ 
sey coast, as told in the Democrat ex­ 
clusively in Sedalia Sunday. 
For six hours .shrapnel and other 
ammunition continued to explode, fol­ 
lowing two terrific blasts, that of two 
carloads 
of 
dynamite, and a subse­ 
quent big blow-up of a carload of ni­ 
troglycerin, and attached cars loaded 
with munitions consigned to the en­ 
tente allies and about to be trans­ 
ferred to freight steamships. 
Inferno was loosed upon the waters 


o f New' York bay, as barges laden 
with ammunition drifted about. 
Property Loss Far in Millions. 
Following the first stupendous ex­ 
plosion shortly after 2 o’clock Sun­ 
day 
morning, 
when a burning ear, 
’•aided with dynamite was shunted vio­ 
lently into another ear loaded with 
the 
same 
high 
explosive, until 9 
/clock, when tile shrapnel explosions, 
with 
their 
rain of shell fragments 
ceased, everything fronting 
on 
the 
bay was under fire as if New York 
was a besieged city on the European 
war front. 
The property loss is variously esti­ 
mated at between $10,000,000 and $50,- 
000,000. 
So violent was the force of the ex­ 
plosions that they w'ere felt distinct­ 
ly for almost a hundred miles aw'av in 
every direction, and inquires as to 
the cause were sought by telephone 
from points in Pennsylvania, Connecti­ 
cut and New York. 
In this city, skyscrapers trembled, 
plate glass fronts were blown out of 
buildings from the Battery to Central 
paik and the police established a dead 
line at C o rtla n d t street to prevent 
looting of the jewelry and financial 
districts south of that point. 
Thousands Flee Into Streets. 
Cnests in all the hotels were rudely 
awakened and hundreds w ho were lit­ 
erally throw'n out of their beds made 
frantic haste to the 
corridors 
and 
down to the first floor in all stages 
of dress and undress. 
Residents in flats ran to their win­ 
dows wild-eyed, and then to the street 
terror-stricken. 
To all it seemed as 
though the explosion was either in 
their own home or in the house ad­ 
joining. 
The great dynamite blast, w’hich be­ 
gan the six hours’ reign 
of 
terror, 
originated from the destruction of two 
cars loaded with dynamite. 
One car 
was being propelled by a small switch 
locomotive of the Lehigh Valley rail­ 
road, tracks of which cross the trestle 
connecting Black Tom island with the 
mainland. 
The roof of the car was discovered 
to be on fire. 
Nervous 
and 
over 
anxious, the switching crew stopped 
the dynamite car, which was being 
sent 
toward 
the 
powder pier, and 
shunted it off on a sidetrack spur. In 
doing so the burning dynamite car 
smashed violently 
into another box 
car loaded with dynamite. 
I he blast 
followed. 
Warehouses Blown Up. 
That was the blast which racked 
Manhattan 
and 
Brooklyn 
to 
their 
foundations 
and 
swept Black Tom 
Island in one fearful typhoon of death. 
Before the impact of the explosion 
the great warehouses ca the piers fell 
like houses of cards, the debris ablaze. 
Black Tom Island in an instant was 
turned into an erupting 
volcano 
of 
explosives, while from the ruins of 
the warehouse rose dense clouds of 


asphyxiating 
gases 
generated 
bv 
chugs and chemicals stored there. 
The railroad employes, survivors of 
the first blast, scarcely had time to 
rally to the work of preventing fur- 
I ther damage w hen the second big ex - 
i plosion came. 
A Lehigh Valley rail- 
! road locomotive was summoned to at- 
I tem pt to draw' out IOO freight cars 
J loaded with ammunition on the island. 
The locomotive and switching crew's 
ran to the perilous task, but the swift 
spread of the flames 
to 
the 
cars 
caused them to retreat. 
Vessels at Docks Burned. 
Lying at 
the 
wharf 
were 
three 
steamships loaded with 
small 
am­ 
munition and alongside of them was a 
barge with a shrapnel cargo. 
Near 
by also ivere several other barges and 
schooners loaded down with the war 
material the entenfb allies had order­ 
ed. 
’Y’he vessels alongside the wharf 
soon w*ere in flames. 
The efforts to 
cut them out from their moorings be- 
1 fore the fire reached them proved 
futile, they were turned adrift in order 
to keep them away from a number of 
Standard Oil tanks which were filled 
with gasoline. 
\s the fire reached the holds of 
the steamships, sounds of the explod­ 
ing of the shrapnel could be heard 
miles away. 
There were scores of 
explosions and following one a hail of 
shrapnel would fill the air. A number 
of boxes containing shrapnel percus­ 
sion fell unopened on Bedloe’s Island, 
a distance of more than a mile from 
Black Tom ’s wharf. The markings on 
the boxes showed they were consign­ 
ed to the Russian government. 
Thirteen Warehouses Destroyed. 
Edmund L. MacKenzie, president of 
the National Storage company, when 
questioned as to the probable cause of 
the disaster, said he hail no explana­ 
tion to oner. 
“The National Storage company has 
lived tip to all federal restrictions 
and I am sure that the trouble was 
not due to any laxity,” said McKen­ 
zie. 
“W e only recently installed a 
sprinkler system in our w’arehuses at 
an expense of $125,000.” 
Mr. McKenzie said he estimated the 
loss at between $12,000,000 and $15,- 
000,000, and the company carried am­ 
ple insurance. 
The goods stored 
in 
the warehouses w’ere covered by in­ 
surance by the ow'ners. 
“Thirteen of the 
eighteen 
ware­ 
houses are in ruins,” said Mr. McKen­ 
zie. 
“They were all stored full of 
goods of every description, and in­ 
cluded 30,000 tons of raw' sugar, this 
year’s crop, 
and 
24,000 
bales 
of: 
tobacco. 
The sugar was valued at 
between 
$3,000,000 
and 
$1,000,000 
alone.” 
Blames Barge for Disaster. 
MacKenzie emphatically denied that 
the company has stored munitions on
